Andover Community Chest Drive To Open 
Wednesday Night At Dinner Meeting 
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New Phone Rates 
Go Into Effect 
Next Wednesday 

Next Wednesday a new tele- 
phone service whereby those An- 
dover subscribers who wish it may 
secure unlimited service to An- 
dover and limited service to Law- 
rence, Lowell, North Reading and 
Wilmington will go into effect here, 
it was announced officially Monday. 
Under this arrangement those who 
have few calls to Lawrence may 
keep the present service which is 
limited to Andover whereas those 
who make an appreciable number 
of calls to Lawrence may do so at 
less than the present monthly bill 
but more than the present Andover 
or Lawrence base rate, 

The service applies only to one- 
party lines. The rate for a business 
telephone would be $6.00 per 
month, and this would pay for un- 
limited service to Andover and 40 
message units to the four other 
communities. This is $1.50 per 
month more than the present An- 
dover business base rate, so that 
any business man making over 30 
calls per month to Lawrence would 


benefit. Additional message units 
are 4% cents each. 
The rate for a residence tele- 


phone will be $3.75 per month, pay-
